an obvious highway hazard.

we were in the justly 
deservcc 


publicity our bad roads are 
ceiving." 


It's all very sad 
and 
true 


Memphis, of course, is particular 
ly interested in seeing good roads 
maintained in eastern 
Arkansas 


which trades with that city rather 
than Little Rock. But in justice 
to the Memphis Press-Scimitar al- 
most any Arkansan will 
admit 


the highway condition it is report- 
ing on exists uniformly throughout 
the state. 


The Star has pounded the State 


Highway Department for 
many 


years on the lack of 
intelligent 


maintenance right here 
in 
our 


own southwestern section. 
Not 


only was the roadbed of U. 
S. 


67 falling apart, but the shoulders 
between here and Texarkana 
got 


so bad 
and 
caused 
so many 


accidents and deaths 
that 
we 


publicly advised our people to stay 
off this section of the road in 
wet weather — 
particularly 
at 


night. 


Justice requires that I say this 


lamentable condition was brought 
about long before 
the 
McMath 


administration 
took 
office. Per- 


sonally I 
always 
thought 
the 


greatest damage occurred during 
the Lancy administration — and I 
said so repeatedly in this column. 


Some of our highway 
troubles 


are due to lack of money, 
but 


1 believe more of them can be 
traced back to incompentent di- 
rection of maintenance. Water was 
allowed to get under our 
once- 


fine federal highway 
system 
— 


and when you let water get under 
a road you eventuality lose it. The 
roadbed and its adjoining shoulders 
are like the roof of a house — 
if the roof leaks everything below 
is ruined.

commission which President Tru- 
man wants set up to find a way to 
lasting peace in the mining indus- 
try.

by John L. Lewis and the soft coal 
operators. 


Some lawmakers, however, still 


demanded passage of a standby 
measure which would give the gov- 
ernment authority to take over ths 
coal mines in any future crisis. 


Senator Capehart (R-Ind), for 


ample, told a reporter: 


"I am for passing a seizure bill 


or any other kind of legislation that 
will keep one man, Lewis by name, 
from paralyzing the nation.

tlement or not, 1 am still for that." 


The senate labor committee ar- 


ranged another behind-closcd-doors- 
meeting to discuss the mine seiz 
ure bill which Mr. Truman sent to 
congress last Friday.
